SENATE. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 3.— Among: the petitions 


presented In the Senate yesterday, and appro- 
pr.ately referred were several by Mr. Frye 
from various organizations of Knights of La- 
bor of Main*, pruying that the Territory 
known as Oklahoma may be opened to settlers. 


Among measures favorably reported from 


committees was a joint resolution Dy Mr. 
Bhiir from the Committee on Woman Suffrage 
providing for a constitutional amendment 
extending the right of suffrage to women. 
Mr. Cockrell stated that this report was not 
the unanimous judgment of the committee, 
and the minority reserved the right to pre- 
sent a written report in opposition to the 
measure. The joint resolution was placed on 
the calendar. 
Mr RMdleborger offered the f ollowlng ree- 
ol.it. OIK 
••limilretl. Thnt it is the sense of the Senate 
that the Executive ot the Tnlted States is not 
restricted bv constitutional law in removing 
or suspending appointees: that tbe Senate 
has no ngbt to require that reasons shall bo 
friveo for such removals or suspension; that 
it is the right ol the Senate to call for any pa- 
per relating fci tbe conduct of removed or 
suspended appointees, or to the qualification 
and fitness of all persons whose names are 
prencn'.ed to the Semite for confirmation or 
rejection, and it li the duty of the Executive 
to comply with all demands tor tbe same." 
In ottering the resolution Mr. Klddleberger 
said his purpose was simply to bring the sub- 
ject up in open debate. It did not involve 
any go-culledniifh prerogative ot the Senate 
when it sbould RO into secret executive ses- 
sion, but only that abstract ([iit-^titm as to 
whether the Executive could be called on or 
required to give reasons for removals. Mr. 
Kiodlelierger asked lor the immediate consid- 
eration of the resolution. Mr. Cockrell ob- 
jected. 
Mr. Fujrh (Ala.) offered a substitute for the 
resolution, and asked that It be allowed to lie 
over until to-day. The substitute recites that 
the executive power, the power of appoint- 
ment. removal c r suspension of Government 
officials are vet-ted in the President by the 
Constitution, and that he is responsible alono 
^> Uie people and not to the Senate. Tbe sub- 
stitute then proceeds as follows:

Suspicion never breathed

He dally practiced the greatest of all virtues 
—charity. AH along the pathway of his life 
were scattered jewels of charity. His life was 
great, his death sublime. 
Mr. Hewitt said that the nomination of Mr. 
Hendncks in 1»84 secured the success of the 
Democratic ticket. It presented an issue ad- 
dressed to the connclence of the people, and 
In New York especially was so acceptable to 
a portion of the pftrty otherwise dissatisfied 
that personal grievances were to a large ex- 
tent swallowed up and postponed to the 
large duty of justice to the man in whose 
person the will of the people had once 
been defeated.

Messrs. Byaum, Browne, lx>wry, Kleiner 
and Holman (Ind.), Long (Mass.), Throckmor- 
ton (Tex.), Randall (Pa.i, Springer (111.), 
Geddes (O.) and Hall (la.) also delivered eulo- 
gries of the dead, and at tbe conclusion the 
resolutions were unanimously adopted and 
tbe House adjourned.

Gladstone's Cabinet as Yet Unnamed — 


Forecast of His Programme. 


LONDON, Feb. 3.—Mr. Gladstone has 


practically completed the formation of his 
Cabinet, and it is learned on the highest 
authority that Mr. John Morlcy will leave 
for Ireland at once to assume the duties of 
Chief Secretary for Ireland under the new 
administration, and that LordNorthbrook 
goes as Viceroy. It is further learned on 
the same authority that Mr. Gladstone's 
programme will be to introduce, first, a 
bill to stop evictions; tnen to bring in his 
Home-Kule bill, concomitant 
with 
the 


scheme for bu3'ing out the landlords, with 
a proviso that home rule is not to t&ke ef- 
fect until tbe purchase scheme has been en- 
acted into a law, the understanding being 
analogous to that carried out with regard 
to the franchise and redistribution meas- 
ure*. 
Earl Kosebery has accepted the Foreign 


portfolio in Mr. Gladstone's Cabinet. One 
rumor has it that Mr. Charles Russell will 
be Attorney-General and Mr. Cohen the 
Solicitor-General, while another says that 
MacDermot will become the Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Hemphill the Solicitor-General 
and Mr. John Noish the Lord Chancellor ol 
Ireland.
